CHAP, I. 
What is Nature? 


Ince chen, our intent and purpofe is to confider and ereat of Natural philofophie , I thinke 

is needfull,to (hew firlt,whas is Nature : for ablid it were, to enterptile a difcourte of Nant 
all things, andmeane-whiletabe ignorant of Nature and the powers thereof, Nixure then (ace 
cording tothe opinion of Arifetie)is the beginning of motion and rett, is thas thing wherein ie 
is properly and principally , not by acciden s foe all things to be feene (which are done neither 
30 by fortunenor by neceffitic, and are not divine, norhave any fuch efficient caufe) be called Na- 
turall, as having a a4 08 and peculiar nature of their owne asthe cath, fire, water,aire,plants, 
and living creatures. Morcover, thofe other things which we do ice ordinarily ral, weer as 
saine, hasle, lightning, prefteres, winds, and {uch like ; for all thefe have a cesteine beginning 
and every one of them was not fofos ever, and from all etcrnitie , bus did proceed from fome 
original :likewife, living creatures and plants, have a beginning of theirmotion y and this fick 
principle, is Nature sthe beginning not of motion onely , bus alio of reit and quiet, for whatfo- 
- ever hath hada beginning ot motion, the fame alfo may have an end : and for this caufe, Nature 
is thebcginning alwell ut rcft as of moving.

he was acquit of the crime and abfolved; but Tamethems was condemned and fined to pay a preat 
lune of money. Murcover,he rehearled i the great afferbly and folemmity at the Oly:mpick 
ganes,a long oration, wherein he periaaded the Greekes, that they (hould be reconciled one 
toanothier,and joine coycther tor to put downe the ryrane Diony/iue.

Lo wasthefon.cof one Theedoras, an Evechthian, aman reckoned inthe number of 
meanc citizens,one who kept a fore of fervants under him who made Aliwes and haurbuies 3 by 
whofe workinanfliphe became fo rich, that he was able co bring up and fet our hischildten in 
worthipfull nanner, For other fonnes he had betides, to wit, Tele/ippace and Diowne flue said 
alfo alive danghter untoshent. Hercupun is ischathe wasewisted and flouted by she comical 
ports Arifophanes wid Stratis tesatd of tole Auces, He lived abous the 36, Olympias elder 
than Ly/imachus the Mycrhinutian by two and twentie yecres, and before Péwo fome fceven 
yceres, Durty his childhood, he had as good bringing up as any Athenian whatfuever, as be- 
ing thedifciple & fholarot Prodiem the Chian,ol Gurerss the Leontine, of Ty/i1s the Syracu- 
50 flan,& Theramenes tlic protciled Rhetorician: who being at the pointtobe 4 ae ing & ta- 
ken by the zo.tvrants,& lying forrefiige to she aleat of Afier vsthe Counfellcs,when all other 
friends were aftrivhited asd amazedt oncly J/esrates atole aud thewed hinselte fur to alli anc 
fuccor him, and at the fi:tt continued along time filent. But Theramenes himiclfe bezan and 
prayed him tu delitt; fying, thatis wouldbe more dolorous and grigvous unto him, than his 
ownecalamitic, incale he thould fee any of his friends to be troubled and cndangered for the 
love of lum, And itis (aid, thathe helped him to compile certaine Inflisutions of Rhictoricke, 
at what tines he was nsalicioully and fallely Mandered before the judges in open couct swhich 
laficutions are gon under the name and title of Beton, 
When he was growen to mans eftare, he forbare to meddle in Scate matters , and in the af- 
go faires of common-weale 5 as well for that he hadby nature a final and feeble voice, as becaufe 
naturally he was fcacfull and cimorous : and befides his thate was much impaired, by reafon thse 
helott his patcuncnic in the warre againttthe Lacedamonians. Jeappearch chat to other men 
he had beene affiftane in countell, and giving tcftimonie tos them in places of jinigement: but 
itisnothnewen thathe pronounced above onc oncly oration, to wit, wc araJu-tws, thas isto fay, 
concerming counterchange of goods. Andhaving fet up a publicke (choole, he gave hinfelte 
tothe ftudic of philofopine, and to writes where he compufed his Panegyrique oration, and 
cettaine others ofthe Deliberative kind: and thofe that he wrote hitutelfs, fame he read, fame 
he penned tor ushers; thinking thereby ta exhore and ttirre up she Greekcs to devile and per- 
forine fuch duties as belcemed them so doe, But fecing thathe milled of his purpofe andintene 
$0 tion,hee paveover that courte, and betooke himfclic su kecpea fchaule: firit, as foine fi ay, in 
Chios, having vine (cholars thas canre tnso hiny where when lic law that his (cholars paid him 
downe in moncy his Minervals for their fchooling, hee wept and faids [ice well now that am 
lold unt thefe youths, He would conferre willingly with thofe elat eae co devife and talke 
With him, being che firtt that put adittcrence betweene wrangling pleas orcomentiousoraions, 
and ferious polinke difcourtes uf common weale , inwhich he racher employed himfelfe, He

Chry fippew formetine faith, thatthe aire is light,that it mounteth upward on high sand other-

cond bouke of Motion, thamely , that fire having in itno ponderofity at all , alcendeth alof: 
fenablably the aire 5 and as the water is mure conformable to the earth , fo the aire doth rather 
tefemble the fire, But in his booke enutuled Nacurall arts he bendcth to the contrary opinion 
to wit,thas the aire hath neither ponderofity nor lighenelle of it felfe: Le attirmeth thar the aire 
by nature is darke, and for that caufe by confequence it is alfo the primitive colds andchat te.

Chrspppus hath wristen often times, that without the world there is an infinit voidneffey and 
Uhat this satinitic hath neither beginning , middle, nur cod, Arlthis isthe principall reafon yo 
whereby they selitc thas snotion downward of the stom by theimtelves , which £p:6a aw hath 
brought in for 1 chat which is infinit, these are no Jucall ditferences, whescby a man may un 
dctitand of {pecific either high or low. But inthe towmeh buoke of Fhings puifible , he iuppo- 
feth acetseine nuddlefpace and meane place bemweene: wheter he faith the world is founded, 
The very text where he aihinscel this.cunneth in theie words, And therefore we mult fay of the 
world thatitiscortuptible : andalthoughitbe very hurd toprouveit, ver me thinks sasher it 
should be fo,than otherwile, Nes ertheletfe,this maketh mich tothe inducing of us tobcleeve 
thatit hath acerteine incossuptibility , if Linay fo fay , namely the occupation or taking up of 
the middle place ,wheccin is (tandeth because st isin che mids:tor ifie were thought otherwileto 
be founded, it were altogether neceffasie thas fome corruption fhould take holde of it, Anda 40 
gaine,a little after: for even fo in fome fort hath chas cffence bene ordeined from all eternity, 60 
occupic the middle sepion, being prefently as the very firit (uch as if not by another mancr, yee 
by astainng this place , it iseternall and fubje conv corruption, ‘Thele words conteine one 
manileit tepugnance and vifible contrasiety confidesing that in them he admisteth andallow- 
eth in that which is infinit amiddle place. But there is alecond allo, which as itis more dake 
aul obicure, fo itinrphesh alfo amore monttrous ablurditie thanthe others for fuppofing hat 
the world can noccontinue incorruptible , if icwere feaced and founded in: any other place © 
theantinige , than inthe nvdss i appearcth manifettly thathe feared, ifthe pares of the fub- 
Rance dud not meove and send toward she inids, there would enfue a diflulution & cosrupsion 
of theworkd, But this would he never have feared, if he had not shouphethat bodies naturally go 
trom all fides cond tu the micdes not of the fubfance but of the place that conteineth the fub- 
flance; whescot he had fpoken in many places,that i¢wasa thing unpoifible and ag anit nature, 
fur chat within voidi ile there is no dittcrence, by which bodice can be laid tu move more One 
way than another ¢ aiid that the contruction of the world is caufe uf the motion te the center, 
as allo tat all shings trom every fide do bend tothe mids. Bus tu tec this mure plauly , it may 
fui. ceo alledyse the very text in his fecond booke of Motion: forwhen he ba delivered thus 
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reipedtive to the whole,and not of themiclves, Having alfo dilcourted as souvhing the motion 
thereof sfor shatit was ape and fitted by nature to moove it felte in all Parts, lot ty conteine and 

cferve , and not tobreake, diflolve and burne ut felfe, hefaith altciwards , But the universal 
world tending anid mooving to the fame poing , and the parts thereof having the lane motion 
from the natine of the body like it is, chatthis firlt motion is natusally proper to altluadies, 
namely, to encline toward the mids of the world, confidering chat the workd monvetl fo an te- 
gard of it felfey and the parts likewife, in chat they be the parts of the whale, How Huw my 
guudfriend may fome one fay , what accident is belullen unto you, that you thould forget te 
ronounce shefe words withall, That the world, incafe had nos tortuncd forty tele mthe 
5 nds, muftneeds have bene lubjed co corruption and diffolution 2 Kor if iehe proper and nace 
rall tothe world to tend alwaies othe fame middle, a8 allure addresle the parts ehereul (rum all 
fides thereto, into what place foever of the voidnelfe isbe carried and thunfporced, ceites thus 
conteming and enibracing (asic were) it felfe, as itdoth, icmult needs continue incorruptible, 
immortal, and palt all danger of fracture or diffolution : for to fuch thingsasbe broken, bruie 
fed diffipated and diff lved, this is incident, by the divifion and diflolution of sheie parts, when 
echone runneth and retireth into ther proper and aaturall place , out of datwhich is ap aint 
theirowne nature, But you fir, fuppofing that if the world were fcated in any other plice of 
voudncfe bug in the nvids , there would followa totall suing and corruption thereat 5 BIviitye Oug 
alfuasmmuch y and therciore imagining a middle in that where naturally there can be noue , to 
go Witin tha which tsdutinieyhave verily quitcleane aod Aed from ehefe tenfions coharences and 
ications, as having in them 0 alluced neanes forte mainteing aid hollethe world sores 
ther, and atteibuced all the caute of the cternall maintenance apd prefervation thercof, ancathe 
occupation ofa place. And yer, asf you tooke pleature to argue and convince vouricllc, you 
adjoune tothe prenuffes, thus much: Inwhatfortevery feverall partimavedh, as atiscolivient 
tote reft ofthe body it ftands with good reaton, that after the (ame maneritthould moove by 
itfehealones yea, it lor difputation fake we MAING and fappole i¢to be in tome void pars af’ 
tlisworld: and like as being keps in and enclofedan every fide it would move toward the mids, 
foi would continue in this fame motion although by way of difputation we thoukd adie thae 
all on afudden there fhould appeare fume vacuity and vor place round abuutie, Andisitfo

pofible which Chrofippus hath delivereddircdtly uganit that ot fatall dettiny, how can itchule 
utbe rcpupnant tort felfe:tor it thatbe nog Spain tothe opin of 1210420 which 
either is or ihall be srue » but whachveverisfulceprible naturally ofapower tobe, although the 
famenever come into act or dfeisto be counted poMible sthere will be a nuniber of tings pof- 
fible which never (hal have being, by definy invincible, inex puynable, & firmoueing alchings, 
Nd thercloce cither tins doctrine overtheoweth alse force and puiflance of dethinysor iticbe

Moreover his sclolutions as touching fantalics and imaginations repugne mainely geet

he faith, thas Sages and wile men will prejudice and hurt us in uch, by iprincing in our mindes 
fale imaginations, it ithe fo thas fich fancafics doe abfolutcly caufe affene, For inany times 
wife men fe that which is falle,unto leawd and wicked perfons,teprefenting unto shemafanta- 


"fic that is but onely probable,and yet the fanre isnot she cause of allen : tus fo alfo thouldiebe 


the caufe of falle opinion and of deception . [then aman would transferre this reafon and argu. 
ment from the faid wife men unto fatall deftiny , laying that deftiny is not thecaufe of aflencs 
(Jurfohethould confeile oe) deftiny were occationed falfe aflents , opinions anddec epti. 
ons, yea and men fhould be endamaged by deftiny) certes the fame dorine and reafon which 
exempreth a wile man from doing hurt ag any time, Arewcth wishall that deftiny isnot the 
caufeof allthings. Forif they neither opincnor receive detriment by defliny 1 cetteioly they 
duc no guod, they are nat wile, ral be nut firme and conitane in opinion, neither receive de 
any good and profit bydeftiny sfoshat thisconclufion which cicy hold for molt aMlured Faller 
tothe ground and commerirto nothing, namely, that facall definy is the caufe of all things, 
Now if paradventure onc fay unto me , that Chry/ippms doth not make deftiny theentire and 
(uluse caule of all things,but only aprocatarcticall and antecedent occafion,here againe willhe 
diicover how he iscontradictorie co himfelfe, whereas he praifeth semer exceflively forfaying 
thus of jupiter: 
Take wellinworth therefere what be |

Asalfo wherche highly extolleth Earipides for tbefe veifcs :

Moreover the antecedens 30 
canfe is nore teeble and weake shan that which is perfie and ablolure, neishes attaineth itto any 
e1te.,,as being fubdued & kept down, by others mightier than itfelte, svfing up & making head 
againit it, Andas tor fatall dettiny Chry/ppms himielfc pronouncing itto be a caufe invincible, 
intlexible, and that which cannotbe impeached,calleth it Arrapes 8. Aarsflia, as one would fay, 
a caufe thar cannotbe averted avoided or undone. Likewile necelliry and Pepromene, which 
is as trun to fay asferting downe )«.that isto fay,an end and limit unto all dings. How then? 
whether duc we nos {ay that neither aflents, versucs, vices, nos well o ill doing, lie in our free 
will and power: if weatlirine Fatall deftiny is tobe maimed or unperfect and meenui, that isto 
fay , afatality determining all things, to bexmpererr, shacis to fay, without powerto finifh 
and etivct oughe : and fothe motions and habitudes of Jupiters wil toremaine iinperfect and 49 
unaccomplithed ¢ far of thefe conclufions the one will follow , if we fay shat aval is an abfo- 
lute and pertcdt caufesandche other, in cafe we hold thas it is onely a procararCticall ot antece- 
dent occaliun. Forbeing an absolute and all fufficient caufe, it overthroweth that which isin 
us,to wit, out frce will sand apaine, if we admitit to be only antecedent ie is marced for being ¢l- 
fectualland without the danger of impeachment, Hor nos in onc of two places oncly but every 
wherein maner throughout all his commentaries of natural philufophy he haeh weiteen thas itt 
particular natures and motions there be many obitacles and impediments, but inthe motion 
the univerfall world there 1s none at all. And how is it poffible that the motion of the unive al 
world Should not be hindved and ditturbed, reaching as it doth unto particulars, in cafe it befo, 
thatahey hkewite be topped andampeached, For furely the nature in generall of the whol go 
Mai isnotachberty and withous inipedinent,if neither that of the fuot nor of the hand, be void 
of obitacles: nu more can themotion ot coutle of a thipbe voidot let and hinderance , it chere

Butlofaricolkwas Democritas trom 
holding the {aid opinion namely that nothing israther {uct than fuch : that he oppugned Aro- 
30 tageras the Sophitler for faying fo, againtt whom he weet many elegant commentaries, full of 
good anvuments concluding the contrary + which our Colores never fecing wr fo arch as 
dicaming of, was much deceived in the right underftanding of the mans words , and namely in 
cue place where he difertly faith and determineth that « iso more than kee Jo: in which 
placchenameth a body sv,and voidneffeuedis: meaning thereby and giving us to.underitand, 
that vordneffe had a proper nature and fubfiftence of she owne,as wel asa body.

being, with thoie which have their cflence in duilesing and chan ing, and nevercan canine i 
une aid the fue tute. Now were itt, shat Pate had molt wily of all nnen in the world defet- 
vedtube condemned lorhiscrrorhcercin, yet my good friend, theredhould no imputacian be 
charged upon lunar by shele our great mnattersheere, who lpeake purer and finer Greche 4! 
More cxjuasitly than he but onely for confounding tome words and (peaking inpropesly 5 se 
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rabe bland tor abolithing the matters thenfelves, or taking usvwofthislite, becauehe sete 
medsheminpendred, and not exittent, as thefe mendo, | 
Kuricomy wee have pall over Socrates after Partocnides, wee mult now take his defence in 
nnd. Colores then began ducdly atthe tit (as we fay in the common proverbe) to remove 
hun trom che fasted tne ortibe 1 and having selated how Chareplen hadbroupheanantwere 
ponithe Oracle at De/phes, ustouching seerates, which we allknow to be fo, farchrghtiss Astor 
dusdisourte and narcation (quoth he) of Chevephen, tor that itis altogether udiats, CAPLIO, 
foplutticall, and tullofuncrsceh , we willoverpafle, ‘Themis Pdure likewits (to fay norhing of 
ae ») odious atid ablurd,who hath pus the tad anfweredowne in writiig. Then auethe Laces 
yo dinomians more odions and iitalerable, hokcepe this Oracle Uclivered, assouching Lycwr 
gus amiung tlieit tmolk ancient Wrisings and authenticall records, Semblably, the difcoute ana 
narration vt Them flocées was alopiiticall and counterlei¢ device , whereby he perlwaded! the 
Adhenans to abandon sheirciti¢, and £0 ina navall battell detaited che barbarous prince Aenxes, 
Audevenfoallihe noble lawpivers and founders of Greece ate to he counted ee aid intu- 
Jevable, who cllablihed the mott pace of their temples, tiicis facrifices and tolenmne feuils, by 
the anfwere from the Oracleol 4ycllo, Butifitbe fo, that the Oracle brouphe frou Delphias 
touching secretes, aman tavilhed with adivine and heavenly reale to vertue y Whiereby he was 
declaicd and pronounced wile, were odious, fained and fopiticall by what name (hall we tiuely 
andjultly callyour cries y your flours, your hideous noiles , your saplituies and clapping of 
go hands, your adurations and canonizacions wherewith you exale and celebrate hin who mnaced 
and enticed you to continual pleafures one atter another, whoa one of his lerersfenemes 
Ctauvarehin ai written thuss As tur me,l invite and call youto continual plealere ind nog 
totite vain and unprofitable vertucs, fuch as have nothing butturculene Lonevol uicerteind 
fais, And yet Vetrodarses writing into Tiaswcbus,fath wis unto him, Cone on (quoth he) 
lets do tome poodly and honett thing for thofe who are faire and beautull, fo that we henoe 
plungedanthele femblable and reciprocall atledtions, bu retiting, anon out of this bale and 
tervcitriall life, lee us advance our che tachefe true, holy and divine ecremonies and inyfle- 
es oft preuras, Andeven Colvtes hinselte hearing Epewas one day dilvom fing of Natural 
things, tell downcat his fece immediatly, and tooke holde af his knees, asit hee had beene a 
30 60, And Epvcaras hhewile taking no final pride and gloric heercin , weiteth thas unto hin a- 
guine : For asit you adored thie which shen wasdelivercudby ince, therecame upon you ful 
deuly adctire and zeale proceeding fromno caufe in nature , ta come towardinee , to plos 
{hate your felfe upon the grouad, to clipand clatpemy knees, andto ule thle pcltures unto 
ing which ordinarily they due, whoworthip the gods and pray unty theny: So thar youhave 
(quothhe) made mee alo reciprocally to deifie and adore you, Certes IF could finde inmy 
heartto pardon them, whot iy they would not {pare for any colt , bur pive they cared norwhat 
tor atable or pictuwe,wh-vein they mightice lively reprefented te the cic dis {tury depainted 5 
namely, how the onc licsh protirute at che others fees, andembraceth his kuecs: whe mutu: 
ally ayaine adorcth hin, and maketh his devour praicrs unto hind. And yee this devotion 
qo and fetvice of Coletes, how well focver it was by him ordered and precitely obferved , rea- 
pr hot the condigne feuittherent: forhewas not by hin declared A wile man :onely this 
leffing he had from hin againc, Goe thy waies and walke immortal, and reptite us alla fem: 
blably unmortall, Thetemen hnowing full well in their owne confciences that they ule fuch

Fur one of the 
iv some pofitions anddecrees of Ep:car ae is this y That no perfon ought irrevocably tobelecve orbe 
srdutlandiny Pertwaded toa thin »,bus oncly the wifeman., Now fecing that Coloresbecame not one of the 40 
incbythe ” Sages, for all shat adoration & worthip which he perfornied unto pica as, let hii demand fil 
a ome and dormolt thele queltions, blow itis, that he falleth tucates, asd not to hay , when he hath 
*  needofvictuals cand why he calteth arobe about lis owne body , and not upon a pillar? conf. 
dering thax he is nos afluredly perlwaded, that cates be cates, or thata robe isarobes Miuifhe 
tized, namely, teed upon viands, and weare asobe : ifhe venture not to wade through rivers 
when thicy be rifen any highs if he fie front ferpents and woolves , being not ina fue be- 
lecfe that any thing is fuch as it feemesh , but doing every thing according as it appeercth into 
hin; the opinion as touching fenfes, would not hinder sesrates at all, bue thache mighthke-

, opinions and rules to goe by than we. But tohave fenfe , and to receive an impreffion in the 
imagination of thingscvident , is common as welltv ignorant perfons as to Sages , for thar it 
proccedcth trans cautes that need no difcourfe ofreafon, But that pofition , that our naturl 
leules.are not certcine nor fullicient cnough to proovea thing, and caule beli¢fe, is no hinde- 
radce,butthat every thing may appeere untous: but when we ute the fenfesin our actions, ac- 
cording to that which appeereth, it permitecth us not co truft thé,asif they were every way true 
and without esror: forthatfuificeth in them, which is neceffary and commodions for ule, be- 
caufe there is wothing beter, Ax for Science, knowledye, and perfection, whicl the foule of 30 
a Philofopher defircth to haveut every thing, the fenfes have juftnone. Bus of thefe maners 
which Codreshath charged upon many others, he will giveus occafion elle where to dif ourle 
thereof,

uirethercaly according as drzi/forde hath fecdowne in his Platonique queftions, Burthis for: 
foosh feenesis unto Coltes tu be afoolith and sdiculous thing, Emarvell then why he mock-

{ubdtance of she foule, and the beginning of thacconfufed maffes tor if thas which is compoul 
ded of both, as they theintelves duc teach, to wit,of {uch a body & foule, be man, he who fear- 
cheth thenacure of the foule, fcarcheth confequently the nature of man, even trons his pri 
cipall & chiefe principle.

For in Nis fecond booke he weiter that Afene/ams having received Helena 
atthe hands of king Proewshis wile, and bene by him honored with greatand righ prefents, 
| Niewed himiclfe againe a oft unjult and wicked man. Vor wheinthe winde sid weathics lerved 
| hin not for toembarke and file away , he wronphtby hisrepere, amsoll cusfed and deceftable 
Lact, in thing ewo of she inhabicaits wale childicn of thar cuumtrey, and cart ches in pecces fur 
f{acrifice: by accafion whereof being hated of the Acyypeans,and puriued,he fled directly with 
his fleet,and departed into £/by4, For mine owne pait,L wutnot what Acgyptian hath piven on 
this report of UAtewelsee : but contrasiwife I know full well , shacin Aeg ype they retuine (tillto 
thisday many honors inthe memoriall , both ofhim and allo ofluswite Hedeas, Moreover 
chis writes toting on fill his courte reposseth thatthe Perfians learned ob the Grechs, to auule 
boiescamally and contrary to inde, And yethow isit poffiblethat the Pestians thould leane 
hus vilany and filthinefle of the Grecks,confidcring thas the Perfians in maner all duc confele, 
shat che children were there guelded , before they had everfeene the Greekstca, Alfo he wii- 
tcth, thar the Grechs were tanplitby she Acgyptians, their folenme pompes, feltivall rocelli- 
ons,and publiche aflembties : hkewile to adure the twelve gods : you S that Afedunpt hadleat. 
ned uf tthe fame Aegyptians the very name of Diony/ees, thatis to fay, Kucchas, who caugheutthe 
other Grechs, As touching the facred niyferies,and {ecret ceremonies of Ceres that they were 
beouglic out of Udegspt by thedanghtersof Dawams s as alto shat the Acgyptians beat shen 
felves and are in reat forrow, yet will chenfelves name nothing why they (odoe , but remaine 
clofe and heepe tilence in the religions fervice ofthc gods, Astouching Herceles and Bacchi 
whom the Acgyprians elleeme as gods, and the Greeks very aged men , fe maker mention in 
no place oftlis precife obfervation and diftinAion : howlucver he faith chat this Acuyprian 
Hereules , was techoned and ranged in the fecond order of the gods , and Bacebus in the thitd, 
as thofe who had abeginning of their cllence, and were not eternall : and yethe pronowaceth 
thofe other to be gods, but unto thefe, he judyeth thar we ought to performe anniverfaric fines |, 
als, as having becne fometime mortall, and now canonized demi-gods, but in no wile to fact 4 
fice unto thew as pods. After the fame maner fpake he of Pun, overthrow ings the mott holy 
and venerable factifices of the Grecks by the vanities and fables which she Acgyptians deviled. 
Yer is not this the woort , nor fo intolletables for deriving the pedepree of Hercules tron the 
race of Perfew, he iioldetl , that Per /ems wasan Affyrian, accotding to thas which the Perfians 
fay : But the capeaines and leaders of the Dorians ((aith he) feeme tu be defcended in riehe line 
fron the Acgyptians, and fetch cheir genealugie and anceftours from before Dawae and Ac7F 
fiue + forasconcerning Epsphis, 10, Lams and Argus, he hath wholly paffed over and tc jected, 
ftris isis to make, noronely the other two Hercalees Aegyptians and Phoenicians , bus alto this 
whoo histelfenameth to be the third,a meere ranger from Grecce,and to enroll him among 50 
B.rb.crians notvithttanding that ofall she ancient learned men, neither //mer, nos He fides ne 
yet rcbileches, Pifander, \tcficho we, Aleman, nor Pindsrem, do make mention of any Herewlt! 
an Acpyptian ot Phacnician , bus acknowledge one alone , towit , our Bucotian and Argicins 
And that which more is, among the feven fages, whom he cermeth by the name of Soplhuiters, 
he will necds beareusdowne, that Tiles was aPhavnician bore, extracted from the ancient 


foche of the Barbarians, And in one place , repsoching in fume fostshe.godsy under ue

fard and pestun ot 5 eden, he hath thefewords:O Crafas, thoudemandel of ure as touching hu- 
mane things, whaknow full well, thas the deitic is envious and full of incoriftant incertusude:

yatudmpiety and blaiphciny, Andasfor Prtrachan, uling lun bus in highs masters, and finch as 
arc of noconle quence, he pafleth over in the meane while, the molt worthy andexcellem deed 
chac ever she man did : forwhenthe Athenians and Mitylenians were at waste about the port 
sicanmy Pbrywen the captaine of she Athenians having given dchance, and challenged to cone 
bathand tv hand , the hardicit warsiour of allthe Mitylenians , pisraches advanced tuswatd and 
pictentedl himielte co his face for to perforine his devoir, where he bare lunlelte with fich dex: 

p tcrity, thas he cauphe this capeaing, as uiglty aman ashe wasand call of (lature, and Kr entany- 
led hin thas he flew him oursseht, And when the Mitylenians, fur this prowetle of his, ottered 
unto hi poodly sich prefents, he lamnced lis javelin out of his hand as farce as ever he could, 
anddemanded fo much ground onely ashe caughs with that thos, Andshereupor , that fickl, 
cvenat thisday, isculled Jttc/wm, But what weiteds feredstes, when le comes to this place ? 
Inlicuofteciting this valiant sce of Prttashes, herccounceth che divhe of a/eaus the Poct, wie 
ting from hinyhis armour and weapons , andlosan away outa the baccells whereby it appea- 
reth, chat in avoiding to write of vertuuns and valiant acts , butin nut concealing vicious unc 
foulc tacks, he teftiheth on theic fide who (ay , thatenvic, towit, a griete tus the youd of ane- 
ther, and yoy in other mens hares, proceed both from one root uf malice. 

za Mecrallshisythe Alcinganide who thewed shemfelves brave uien and penerouss and namne- 
ly, by delivering their countrey trou tyranny , are by him challenged tor creafon stor lie farth, 
Thatthey received fj //rates upon his banithment,and wrovuelitmcanes fur hisrcsurne 47.00, 
upon condition, that he dhould efpoulé and marcy the daughicrot Ciee.cles : and when the 
maudenfaidchusanto her muther, Seémy goud mother, F:/j?r.cae doth not company kindly 
withine, ashethould, and uccording tu che lawofnature and marriage 5 hecreupon the baid 
Alcmaonida: tooke fic liindignation againtt the tyrant for lus perverte dealing, thas they cha- 
fedhimnintoexile, Now, thatthe Lacedxemonians thould catte afwell of his malice asthe A- 
thenmanshad done belurethemn, ico how he defuceth and traduceth Osbrysdes, ainan checined 
and adinised among them above all others, for his valiance: bie only (faith he) remaining alive 

30 of thofe three hundred , athamed to setusne to Sparia, when all the scft of that company and 
contort of his werc Haine and Icft dead in the field, prefensly overwhelined himiclfe in the place 
under an heape of his encinies shields reared fora Trophx , and fo died : fora little befure, he 
fd, that he vitory betweene both fides refted doubttull in even ballance ; and now he witnef 
feth, shat through the Mame and bailifulnefleof Qrbryades, che Lacedamonians loft the day: 
for asic isa Mame to live being vanquithed, fo it isas great an honor tofurvive upon a victoria, 
[forbeare now to note and observe, how in deferibing Ca/as every where fora foalith , vain. 
glorious and ridiculous perion in all refpects, yet nevershelelic he faith, thas being prifoner lie 
wughtand inftrued cya, a bet who inprudence , vertue and th dalla lurpafled all 
the kings thateves were, And having by the tcitimouie of his owne hiltorie , attribused no 

4 goodneffe unto Cra/ms, burthis onely, that he honoured the gods with great ofterings, oblati- 
ons and ornaments, chat lic prefented unto thears which very faine (as humieli¢ declureth) was 
the moft wicked and protancit ac in she world : for whereas his brosher Pustaleon and he wete 
at great variance and dcbute , about fuccefMion in thekingdoime during the life of their fathers 
aftce thathecame once tu the cruwne, he caught one of the noblys,a preat friend and compani- 
On of lis brosher Pata/eon, who had befose-sime beenc his adveriaric, and within afullers mill 
all to beclawed and dangled lin with tuckerscards and burling coinbs,fo ashe died therewith 5 
and of his money which hic did confilcate and feize upon , Ive cauled thofe oblations and jewels 
ty be made which he fentas a prelensto the gods. Concerning Deisces the Median , who by 
his vereue and jultice atecined tothe Lingdome,he faith, thas he was not fuch an ene indeed, bax 

$0 anhypocrite,and by femblance of jultice was advanced tu thatrevalldignitic, Bur what thould 

Nand upon the examples of Barbarous nasionss for he hath nuniftred mater enough mw weie 

ting onely of the Grecks, He faith, chat she Achenians and many othes fonians,being athanted 
Ut that namie were not only unwilling but alfo denied utterly to be called Lonians:alto,as man 

Of Chena as were of the nobleft blood, and defcended from the vey Senate and Py ytameune of she 

themans , begat children of Barbarous women, after they had killed theis fathers and former 

Children: by ogcafion whereof thole women made an ordinance among themlelves which wey 
bow 
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bound with an oth , and miniftred the fame unto their daughters, never to eat not drinke with 
cheis lusbands, nor cocall shem by their names t and thas thc Milefians atetis diy be defcended 
trom the faidwomen, And having cleanly delivered thus much under hand , thas thofe onely 
who celebrated the feat named wopacatia, were indecd true jonians s And al (quoth he) dog 
heepe and obferve thas folemnity, lave onely she Ephicfians and Coluphonians, By this tlie de. 
vice he doth in ctfect deprive shefe fates, of che noble antiquity of sheis nation. He writeth like. 
wife, thatthe Cunaans and Mitylenarans , were compacted and agreed withall, for a peece of 


"many, to deliver into the hands of (ras, Padlyae, one of his captaines, who had sevolicd frou 


him: Buel cannot fay (quoth he) certainly, for how much becaule the jult fuinme is norexalily 
« Bushe ought not by his leave to have charged upon any ay of Greese fuch a note of 15 
infamy , withouit he had beneberter aflured thereof, And afterwards he faith , thac the inhabj. 
tants of CLiss pulled him , being broughtuneo shem out of the temple of CHinerva Polishes 
thatistofay, b utelar and protccteefie of the city, for to deliver himuntoche Perfiansswhichthe 
Chians did atter they hadteccivedfurthcis hire, apecce of land called Manes, Honbeit, 
Charen, the Lampfacinian, a more ancient writer, when he handleth the ory of Padtyas,taxcth 
neither the Mitylenzans, northe Chians , for any fuch facriledge : but writeth of this matter, 
thus word for word: Pad/yas (quoth he) being adversifed thas the Perfian army approched,Aed 
fistkeo Atitylena, ndafterwatistoChios : andthere he fellinto she handsof Cyrag, Morcover 
this our author in his thitd booke, defcribing the expedition ot jouracy of the Lacedmorians 
againtt Po/erates the tyrant, faith thatthe Samtans,both ase of opinion and allo report, thatit 46 
was by way of recompence and requitall,becauie they lad sent then aid in their warre againg 
Atejene , thatthe Lacedcmonians entsed into armes and warred upon she tysane, for to reduce 
the exiled perfons home ayaine, and retture them totheis livingsand goods : but he faith,thay 
the Lacedxmonians deny tly thistohavebene thecaule: faying it was neither to fee the Ifle 
Sames aliberty , noscoluccour the Samians, shatthey cnserprited this warce + bue rather to 
chattice the Samians, for chat they had intercepted and tuken away a faire standing cupof 
~ » fone by them as aprelentunto hing Cra/«: : and befides a guodly cuirace or breftplae, 
unto then from king U4ow.sis, And yet we know for cercaine, that in all ghofe daies, there 
wasnotacity in Greece fo dcfirous of honour, nor fu inteit and deadly bent againft tytants, as 
Lasedamon was: fos what other cuppe of gold, of cunrace was there, fur which they chaced ou oq 
of Corush and Ambraciathe ufiurpingrace of the Cypiclida; banithed out of Nexes,the tyram 
Lygdanis expelled out of Athens she children of Ps/i/traruesdrave out of Sityone, defohinesjexe 
iledicons Thefes, Symimachuey delivered the Phocaans from wdwlery and turned Cariffegenes 
ourot Adidetis: as tor thelordly dominions over 7 be//a/y , they utterly ruinated andcovred 
oun, which Arifomedes and Angeles ulurped, whom they supprefled and detaited by the meanes 
ot Leoiyelidies their kingebutot thete things | have weisten elfc where more exactly and at large. 
Now it Aéevodoree (auth trie, what wanted they of extreame folly and wickednefle in the higheft 
degree, indilavowing and denying amo jult and bonorable occafion of this warre,to conicfle 
that they made an invafion upon a poorer and niiferable nation opprefledand afflitcd under a 
tyrant,and allin semembrance ofa former grudge so be revenged fora finall wrong upon abale 
minde and mechanical avarice. Now haply he hada fling ae the Lacedamonians and gavé 
them abluc with his pen , becaule in the traine and confequence ofthe ftory , they camcfojutt 
under its but thecity ofthe Corinthians, which was cleane out of his way, he hath nuewithttar 49 
ding taken it with hin and befpurted and dathed as he paffed by , with amot gricvous flander 
and heavy imputation, ‘The Corinthians alfo (quoth he) did favor and fecond with preatatice- 
tion this voiape of the Lacedamonians , for ta sequite an hainous outrage and injury , which 
they had seccived before time at the Samians handes: And that wasthis? Per dundcr the tyrant 
of Co mh lent three hundred young boies,chatwere the fonnes of the mutt noble perfons in all 
Corfutoking Alssfes for tobe guelded. I hefe youths arrived in the Ifle Samos, who being lan 
ded the Samians taught how to fit as humble fuppliants within the cemple and Can€tuary of Dr ¢9 
ana, & fet before them fur their nounihment certaine cakes made of Scfain feed & nea And 
this forfush was it that our trim hilteriographer callcth fo greatan outrage & abufe offred by the 
Samians unto the Corinthians; for which is faith, she Laced.cmonians alfu were fired up a0 
‘eaten againitthem, becaule they had faved the children of Grecks from eviration, Bus 
uiely he that fatlenctl this teproch upon the Corinthians, Aeweth thatthe city was more 
Wicked shanthe tyrant hinitelic, As forhins,his defire was tu be revenged of the inhabitan's of 
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corfu, wha had killed Is fonne ainon p then) bus the Corinthians , what wrong received they 

ofthe Samians, torwhichthey thould in hollile maner fet upon shens, who vppoled chem 
(elves and compcached fu inhinnane and barbarous ctueltie to be committed ? arn! namely that 
they Hhanld revive and saifeup apame an old cankrod grudye and quarrels, that had lew dead 
and buried the (pace of three geucrations 5 andall in favous and maintenance of tyranny, which 
had laine very grievous and untupportable upon then, and whereof, being overthrowen and 
ruined as it tty they ceafe not Millto abolith) and due out the remembrance tar ever, J. ey whin 
outrige it was, that the Sannans commited wpon the Corinshianss bus what was the revenge 
and punithenenc that the Corinthians devile againikthe Sanians? Bor if in good earucit 
py they tooke indignation and were offended with the Samians, ithadbeene meet, not to liave 
incned the Lacedemomans, butto have diverted then rather » tromlevying warre upon Poly. 
erates, $0 the end thatthe tyrant nut being defatted and put downe , they inight nus lave 
heene freed nor delivered from tyrannical fervitude, But that which more is, what occa: 
fion had the Corinthians to bee angrie with the Samians, who though they detired , yet 
could not fave the Corcyreans childsen, confidering they taoke no difpleature apainit the 
Ciidians, who not onely preferved , but alio rettored slic to their parents ? And veiis 
ly the Curcyrcans, make no great regard , nor fpeake ought, of the Sumians in this bee 
hale : mary the Cnidians , they remembred in the beft maners for the Cnidians they or- 
dened honours, priviledges, anc immunities, and enacted publicke decrcesto ratific and con- 
yo firnethe fae, Bor thele Cnidtans failing to the bile of Samos, arrived there, drave ous of the 
forciaid cemple the guard of Persander, tooke the children foorth, and broughe them fate ta 
Cw fa according as elatenor the Candiot, and Diony/ia the Chalcidian in the booke of Moun. 
dations have lelé in writing. Nowthat the Lacedamionians undertook this expedition,not tus 
tobe quit with she Samiais,and to punifh thei, butte deliver chem rather frou the tyrane, and 
foro lave cheiny f will beleeve no other teftimonie butthe Samiansthemlclves, Kor they af- 
hine, thae there is among them now flanding , asombe or monument by shem erccted at the 
publike charges of the citic, for the corps of Archies acitizen of \parta, whofe memorial they 
dochonour, for slat in the faidfervice he fought valiantly, and lott hislifes for which eaule 
the potterstie defLended from thatman, doe yet unto this day, beare finpular affection, and do

more, in bis fifth booke he writcth, that Cd /tbenes, one of the moitnoble and principall perfa- 
nages of all Athens, pcifwaded the prieftretie Pythva, tobe afalfe prophsteffe , in mooving the 
Liccdwemonians alwaics by herantwersthat (he gave out , fur todelives thecitic of Carbens 
from the thirtic tyrants: and thus untoa moft glorious pecce of worke and right juft, he adjoite 
ech the unputation of fo greacan impieti¢, and a damnable device uf falflioud 5 and withall bee 
taveth god ofpolle of that prophetic which is fo good and honelt, yea and befceming Thea, 
who allo as they fay afliteth lim imthoosacle. Lie faith alfa, that Z/agores yechicd lus wile wn 
tu Cleamenes, tor toute her at his pleafure, whenfoever he came unto hee: and then, as his ardi> 
hary inaner is, Inccemingling fone praves among blames, becaufe he would be the beter be- 
qv lecved: Elns Ifans (quot he ) the fonneot Tifander, was ofanoblehoutes but Ean nog 
able to fay of what antiquitic bctore-time his pedegrce wasy butonely shit hishinstolke and 
thote of his blond, due facrifice unto “apiter,lurnamed Caria, Now Latte you, this ous Hie 
florian is aproper and plealant conceited fellow, to fend away /agerss thus tu the Carians, asit 
Wereto ravens, inamuichicle, And as for Cariftogéton , hic pacheth hins away nos by a backe 
doare or polterne, but duedtly by che broad & open gate, as far as unto Phamiees faying, that 
bis lictt atiginall canieh ne fince trom thes Gephyrians sbut what Gephyrians trow yee s nog 
thole nm Ewduw orin Aveta, alone doethinke: buthe faith plainly they be Phoenicians, and

dred children whuch he fent away for tobe gelded Howbcie, thisman dascth to fay , shar the 
Corinthians were mooved and provoked againit the Samians, who had faved the faid youthes 
andkept chen from suffering fiah an indignity , and caried the remembrance thereot for te. 
venue, a il they haddone then fone exceeding great injutie :fu full ws his malice and gallof 
inconitancie, of sepugnance and contradi@ion in all his fpeeches, which ever andanon ss: 
ready to oflcrit felfiny all his narsations. Aftes all this, comming to defcribe the taking of the

Ascouching the Litctrians he maketh mention of then onely by the way, & 
pullcch in filence a mutt wourshy and glorious piece of (crvice, which they pestormed ag shat 
tunes for when all Zowis was now already in an uprore & hurliburly and the kings armada necre 
athand, shey put ous sheir navie, andinthe maine fea uf Pampby/a, defeated ina naval bar. 
tell she Cyprsans: shen recurning backe,and leaving their navie sn the rode betore Ephefas they 
wens by land co lay fiege unto the capitall cite of Sandu, where they beleaguered Aresphernes 
within acaftle, into hich he was Acdde, intendingthereby toraile she fieve belure she cite 
CAtilerwss which feavice they putinexecution and perfsiined; caufing their enemies to re- 
moove their campe , and dilludye from thence , ina woondcilull great icarcand affright: bug 
feving a greater number of enemies to preflchadupunshens, they scuned. Many Chiruni-

ofthe moune, Lataltoatchis very battell of Afsratiow, which was foughe the fixth day of the 
sivinccls dived onion, that istu fay, November, they mufled very little, bus they liad arrived in 50 
due tine; fos they came foone enough to finde the dead bodies uf shofe that were {laine in the 
ficld, and lying Qllintie place: and yct thus hath he wrinen ofthe full moune. Iewas impuill- 
ble fur ghenr te doc ais otal hand, being asthey were, not willing to breake the law 5 tut chat 
as yet gwar but shenmih day of she moncth: andihey made anfwere, that they might not let 
fooith, unletle the muune were atthe full. And thus thele men waited fos the ull mvone, Dut 
you puod fir tianstere the ful moone inte the beginning of the halle mone of fecond quarter, 
confounding 
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cuntounding the courle of heaven, and the ordes of daies, yea, and (hufitin thine to- 
ysther, Oe and befides , promifing in the forefronsand infcription of your titorig, to sa 
the decds and affaires of the Greckes, you employ all your eloquence to magnitie and ampli- 
Ge the adts of the Barbarians ; and making femblance to be affeQionate to the Athenians, yet 
for all thas, you make no mention st all of chat folemne pompe and proceffion of theirs at 
Agra, whic they hold even atchisday, inthe honour of sdccate, of Prefer pins, by way of 
thankelgiving forthe victorie, the fealt whereof theydocelebrace, Bus this heipeth Hereaeren 
verie much to meet with that improperation and flandes that wenc of hin, namely, that he fase 
reed the Ashenians in his ftorie, for chathe had received a great fiumme of inoney of then 

ry tor thas purpofes for if he had read this unto the Athemans,they would never have neglected 
nos let pafle shatwicked PAi/ippides, who went to moove and follicite the Lacedainonians to 
beac that bateell, fronmwhich himfelfe came, and he elpecially, who ashe faith himfelte, with 
intwo daies wasin ‘parte, after he had beene at Athens, if the Athenians after the winning of 
theticld did nosfend forthe aide of their confederates and allics, Wue Lyla an Atheman, 
none of she meancit Chroniclers, writeth, thathe received of the Aghicusans, dre finnune of 
cen salents of filver, by vertueofan an act that daytaw propounded, 

Moreover, many are of opinion, that /eredetas in his nattation of the battell of Ataras ben, 
hinfelfe marsed the whole grace and honour of the exploit, by che numbers chat he purseth 
downe of them whothere were flaine : for he faith, thatshe Athenians made a vow co lactifice 

yo unto Proferpina oF Drans (ucnamed —dgretera, as many yccre-old poats as they flew of the Bar- 
barians :bue when after the difcoinficure and overthrow , they faw cha the number of the dead 
bodics wasinfinit, they made fupplication to the goduefle for to be difpenfed for their vow and 
promiley andto acquit chem fur five hundred every yeerc to be killed in factifice furher. Butto 
patle over this,lce us fee what followed after the battell, The Barbarians (quoth he) with the reft 
ofthe (hips drawing backe and reciting into the opentea, and having taken a (hip boord thofe 
flaves of Evesrtaout ut the Ile where they had lefe chem doubled the pois of Samcane,with a full 
purpofe to prevent she Athenians before they could recover thecitie, Andshe Athenians were 
uf opinion , that they were adviled thus to do by a fecret complot berweens them and the Alc- 
wronidar whe had appointed and ageced with the Perfians to give then afignall fo foone as 
go they werc all embarked, by holding up aloft and fhewing theny a fhiehd afarre otf, And fu they 
ictchedacompatieabour the cape of \awinw, And here Lam concent that he thould oo cteere 
away with ehis, thathe called shole prifonces of Eretrisby the name of (laves who (hewed as 
nich courage and valour inthis wacre, yea, and as preutadelireeo win honour, asany Greeks 
whatloever, althoul theit verse (pred bue ill, and was unwerchily afflifted. Andlefic account 
Iniake alfo of this, iat hedcfumeth the Alcmaonida, of whori were the greatelt fanulics and 
noble perfons of allsho cite, But the work of allisthis, thacthe honour uf this brave victorie 
suite overthrawen , andthe iflucorend of fu woorthy and senowmed apiece of fervice is 
come jutt to nothing in anraner , neither fcemcr it to have beene any (uch bartell or fu preae 
an exploit, butonely a Miors fouling or hyste skisinits with the Barbarians when they were lane 
ded, asevill willers, carpers and envious perfons pive out to deprave the {crvice, ificbe fo, char 
alter the bartell they fled noc when they trad cus the cables uf she (hips, permitting theifelves 
tothe winde, for to cary thei as far as poflibly inighs be iG Atsica bu that chere was afhield of 
4° nase lnfted up alofe inthe aire asa fignall unto chem of treafon,and that of purpofe they made 
fale coward the city of Athens, in hope to furprife ity and having wither any noife in greas fi- 
lene daubled she forefurd poincot Sennen and weredilcovered atluat hovering abou the pore 
Phalera, ifomuch asthe principall and molt honoucable perfonages of che Athenians a 
oubof all hope to fave she citie, besraied is into their hands + for afterwards he dilchargeth an 
cleereth the Alcmaonida, and arteibutech this treafum unto athers 1 Andcesteine itis ( 
iC) chat fich a targuce os thick! was thewed, And this he faith foconfidenely,asit hinfeltehad 
go Iccnethe thing. But impomible isis thas it thould be fa, in cafe the Athenians won the vidtorie 
Cleeres and fay ithad fo fete » the Barbarians never could have perceived it, Ayia loasthey 
didin great alftiphe and danger wounded allo aschey were,and chafed both with fword and thos 
into sheir Mhips,whe left the field every man, and fled fronrthe land asfatt as ever he could, Bug 
aftcrwards againe, when he maketh femblagce to anfwere in the behalfe of the Alemxonide, 
ant cctine thofe crimes which hinfclfe broched, and charged upon them: l woonder (quoth 
©) and Ican not beleeve the ruinous of this imputation , thatever. che Alcmatunidas, by an 
compa 
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compat with the Barbarians, fhewed them she fignall of a (hield,as willing that the Athenians 
be ini fubjeAtion to the Basbarlans under Higptas, In thus doing, he putteth mein mind 
and remembrance of acesteine claufe running in this manett Take him you will; and having 
taken hin, let him goe youwill. Semblably, firit you accule, and anon youdefend:: write you 
do and frane acculatorie mputations again{t honourable perfons, which afterwards you feeme 
tocancile, dilcrediting herein (0v doubt) and diftrufting your (elfe : for you have heard your 
owne felicto fay thas the Alcmonides fer up atarguet for a fignal tothe Barbarians vanquithed 
. and flying away 4 busin relieving chem againe and anfwering in their defence , you thew your 
) felfe babe atlanderous fycophant: tor ifthat be true which you writcin this place, shat the Alc. 
| maton were Worle, oF at leallwile, as badly affectedso eran ap Culliss thefonneol phemp. 15 
| pws and futher of sHppomtere , where will you beltow and place that confpiracie of theits againit 
| the conunan wealth, which youhave written in your former books ? faying, that they contrac.

firit acquainted and atterwards into tanidiar trendihip with the Basbasian king whiles all other 
Grechs were cunbaiked and at fea, and none fecne upon the land to encoanter the enenies, 
by thismeanes, utrlic lait driven they were to accept conditions of peace, andto grow intaa 
compofition with she Harbarians , finding themfclvesbroughsto fu hard cermes of neceilinic: 
for neither hadthey fcaas hand, Hora navy atcommand asthe Athenians, neither dwelt they 
Sarre off frou thelicas ol Greece tia molt remote angle thercof, as did she Lacedamoniany 
but were not above one daies journey andan halle fromthe Medians soialleainpe , and had al 
ready cncountsed inthe (treight pallages with the kings power,afilted onely with the Spartans 46 
and Phefpians, where they had the wore and wcredetaned. Aad yet thisour lulkoriographer 
is fo jult and cquall, thache fath, Che Lacedaonians lecing theufelves furlaken and abando. 
ned of all their allies, were faine to pive eare unto any compotition whatfoever,& to Accept ata. 
venture what wasotcred s andiobeing not ablete abolth nor interly blot ous to brave and fo 
glorious an act nos to denic, but shacit was atchicved she p.rcth about to dilercdit and detace it 
with this vile inputation and fufpicion waiting this: The allies then and the contederats being 
fent bake returned inty shew count cys and vucied the cosmmandcmentot Lewd; only the 
‘Thetprans and Thebans remanned thil wish the Lacedamonians s andastor the Lichans,icwas 
; fil agauitl cheie willes,for thas Lromdes kept sthenr as hiattipess butihbe Phelprans were wine 
therero,fur ticy fad, et would never fuilane Leomidas not luscompany. Shewerh hence sp. av 
apoarently heerein, thashecaticeh a fprghttall and malicious minds particularly ayanill che 
‘Thebans, whereby nos onely he tlandercets she city Calily and unyattly , but sit careti norte 
much, asta make the imputation (ceme probable, no nosto conceale at lealtwile uncotew 
anen, thas he iicht not be clpied to have beene privie wnee htaviclle of contradictions : for 
having written ahece before, that frondes cemy his contederatcs ant allies out of heart and 
skogcether difcouraged to hazard the to:tune ofthe held, commanded shem tu dejare : alittle 
afer clean contrary he faith, thathekepe che Thebans perforce with hit and avainit their mils, 
whom by all likcliliood he thould have driven fiom hun, ifshey had bene willsny to flay, in cate 
thas he had shein in ycloufic and fulpition,thasehey tooke pare with che Medians ¢ forfecmy he 
would not have thofe about hint who were cowatdly attectsd, what boag wasittokcepe among 30 
his fuldiers men fufpected ? For being as he was, aking of the Spartans, and captainc g ‘nerall 
of all che Greeks, he had not becne in his sight wits nor lound mi judgement, ithe would have 
Raed with hind in hottage foure hundied men well armed, when lis owne company were but 
three hundred in all, mr nied at fuch atime when as he faw hinfelte hardly beited and befer 
with cnunies, whoprefled upon him at once, both before and behind. Forlioy focver belure 
time he had led them abous with hii as hoftapes, probable it was that in fuch an extrenuty they 
would cisher have hadno repard of Leonidas and {o departed frombin , or elethat Lesurdat 
night have tearedtu be environed by thein cather then by the Barbarians, Over andbetives, 
hag not hing Leonidas bene ridiculous and worthy to be laughed at, to bid other Grecks tu de- 
part, as if by tarying they thould foone after ote their lives s and co forbid che Thebans, to the 49 
endthathe nught kcepe thea tor the behalte of other Greches , he I fay who wasrefolved anun 
todieanehe field 5 for ithe led the men about with hinvin wuech as hottages , or nobester than 
ilavesy henever thould bavekept chem ftull with shufe who were at the point to perith and be 
fluine, butrather delivered them unto osher Greeks who went fromhim. Now whereasthere 
scmaincth one caufe yet, that aman may alledge, why he retained thei Mill with him, tor shat 
tadventure they thould alldie with hins,this good writer hath uverthrowen that alfo, i chat 
ft writeth thus of the honorable mind & magnaninity of Leonidas, word fur word in this wiles 
Leomidas (quoth he) cafting and confidering all thefe masters in Ins minde, & defiring that this 
glory might sedound unto the Sparcans alone , fent away his friendly allies every onc into sheit 
owne countries, thercfore rather shan becaule they were of different minds & opinions: forex: 50 
ceeding folly ithad bene of his part, cokcepe his encinies for co be pertakers of that glory, {10 
which he repelled lus friends. It appearcth then by cheettccts , chat Leones diftrulted not the 
Thebans nor thouphe ami(fe of thei, but reputed them for his good and loiall friends 1 For he 
marched withhis army into thecity of Thebes, and athis requeit obtained shat which to 110 O° 
ther waseverpranted , namely tobe lodged allaight and fleepe within the temple of Herealcs, 
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fw as he shoughs, all che greacett and moft principall cities of Greece ina fea, toubled and dif- 
nieted with rough windes and violent tempelts, wherein hey Auced and were tofled to and tro, 
Ba thecity of Thebes furpalled all the ecit , for mounted it was on high up to heaven, & attes. 
wards (uddenly he fighs cherof was loit,chat st would no more be feene, And verily theleshings 
3s atyps scfembled that which long time after befell unto thac city, Bue Aereduras in writin 
ofthis confit burieth in filence the bravelt act of Leonidas hinfelic, faying thus nich barely: 
They allloi sheic lives sa the ftraighes, abousthe cop ofaccrtuine hill, Bus it was tas otherwile, 
For when they were advercifed sche night thatthe enimics had invefted shen round abou, 
they arofe and marched diredty sosheir very er i yeaa advanced fu far torch as they came 
rowshin a little of the kings coiall pavilion, with a tull cefolution there cokill him, andto 
eave there lives all abouchin, And verily downethey went withall before thein, killing flaying 
and putting to tighe,as many as they met, even as farrcasco tis tent, But when they could aug 
cet with Xerxes, (oching asthey did for hina i fo vat and fpaciousacampe, as they wamtred 
ynand downs fearching tor hin with much woe , asthe lait hewed in peccesthey were by che 
Babarans, who on cvery tide in great number came abourthem. And albeit we will writein 
theliteat Leomider many other noble aéts and worthy fayings of his, which éferodorushath not 
once torched, yetiihullnos be alle co quote heer alfr by the way , fomeofthen, Befure 
duthe and his noble qoupe departed ous of \purts inthis journey , there were exhibited fo- 
lene tinerall pamestor bisanctheis fakes, which their fathers and mothers ttood cobehokls 
_ & Leonidas twontelte when one fad unto hiay, Bhache led forch very tew with his to fight abate 
ll: You bus they are many enough (quoth he) to die there, His wile asked him when he tooke 
holcave other, whathe had elle to fay 2 No more (quoth he) turning antoher bueth:s , hag 
thou marry againe with fome good man, and beare him good children, Whenlic was with 
inthe vale or pally ol 7 hermesyle, and there inviraned ,two there were itv his company of his 
onne race and family, whom he defived to fave + So he gave unto onc of dens a letcer to carry 
whether he directd is, becaute he would fend hiny away ; but she party would not take it ac his 
haids,faying in ercat cholar and indignation, fam come hither co fighthke a warrior, and not 
toconveih lectets wsacarnicr. Ihe other he commanded tor to goc with credence, and amet 
Ligetiom him unto the my icittraresof spares: bat he made anfwere not by word of mouth, bus 
3 bylusdeeds for he cooke up fis (ict as trae ane weit directly co his plice, whierclic was aps 
pomtedto fight. Would not any man have blamed another tor leaving out chefe things ? Bug 
this writer having taken the paines to collect and put in writing the bafon and clufe ftoole of 
Unmafis, and how he broke winde over ity the comming in of certaine affes which a theefe 
diddrives she cungiary or giving of certaine bottles of wine , aad many other martets of fuch 
good ihuffes; cannever be thought, co have omitted through negligence, nor by overfighe and 
forgerfullneffe,fo many worthy exploits,and norable fayings : buceven of peevithnefle malice 
andinjuftice , tofome, And thus be faith, that the Thebans at firit being with the Greeks, 
fought indeed, but it was by compulfion, becaule they were held chere by force, For igthould 
fecme forfooth, that notonly Xerxes, but Leonrdse allo, hadabout lum a company that folowed 
gc tie campe with whips, to (courgethofe I trow , who lagged behinde , and thefe pood fellowes 
heldthe Thebans to it, and made them to fiphieagainft their willes + And thus he faith that chey 
fought perforce, who might have Acd and gone their waies s and chat willingly they tocke pare 
withthe Medes, whereas there was not one came into fuccor then. Anda litde after, he wrie 
(eth, thatwhen others made hatt ta gaine che hill , the Thebans being disbanded and divided a 
Wunder, both (tretched forth their hands unto the Barbarians, and as they approched necre unto 
then fad thutwht.b wasimott trac, namely, that they were Medians in heurt,and fo in & iken of 
homie and fealty, gave unto the hing water and earth: that being kept by torce they werccoine 
Pelicdtu come into this valle of Thermopyle, and could not doc withall, chattheir king was 
Wounded but were alcogetherinnocent therof: By which allegations chey went clere away with 
Sy theirmatce: Boe they had the Thetlahans wits tes of chefe their words and reafons, Lu how 
His apolupie and juttiicution of theirsshad audience among thofe barbarous ourcries ul fu mas 
Ny thoufand men, im thule confufed (houts and diffonant noiles where thers was nothing bus 
ining and (ly ing away ol onc fide chafing and purluit of anothers See how the witnelles were 
Abuled, heard and examined, ‘Ths Theflalians alia amid the throng and rout of thofe that 
Sete knocked downe and killed , and over thufeheapes of bodies which were truden tinder tous 
(tur liwasdong ina very yullec and narrow paffape) pleaded no duribs very torinally turehe

captaine Latamies, bur shusmuch pafled evo atthat very sime betweene the Ticbans and 
the Thetlatianss whereas otheuvite here was nut to mich as civill love and humanicy , data . 
pearcdby mutual olhces ivi one wr theother, Metides, how isit pothble thatthe ‘Phebans 
were faved, by shesetlunony ofthe Phellahans? Mor the Barbarous Medes sas hinitelte fait; 
partly hilled ouriphe sinh dacume ince their hands s andi ee whiles thei breath was yer ii 
theis bodies, by the commandement uf Lerxes, tctupon them anumbcs uf thekings makes 
beginning tirtt a the captaine liunlelts Leomtiades, And yet nether was Leontradestle gcnerall 
of the Thebans at Thermepyle , but Ansxaunder as i tlophanes weitethour of the Annals, and to 
secords it the archesut Thedbes,as touching sheisfoveraigne maciltsases: andto Avcunderhihe. 
wile the Colophonian hath pus downe in liscronicle : newher was there ever any manbeture 
Herodetwawho hnew that ¥erxes matked & brandedin thatmaner any Theban: for this had bi 
an excellent plea in theis defence againfkehe forefaid calumniation , anda very good ineanes 
for thiscity tovauntand boutt of {uch matkes given them , asifhing Xerxes meane w punth 
and plague as his greaccit aid molt nrsoscall crimes, Leonidas and Leontisdes, For he caulcd the 
ene tobe fcourped, and his bu.ty tube hanged up when he was dead; and the other tobe wrich 
ed whiles he was alive. Aud this our Hilloriographer hach ufed this cruclty whuclithey thew. 
elunto Lesid.cs dead , fur aimanitelt proofeshatthe Barbasous king hated Leontd.a in his hile 
time above all inenin thewold, And in avomhing shat she Thebans who fided with des 
Medes at Thermopyle were thus branded & marked as ficial afccrwards being thus ma.ked, 
fougheeperly in the behalle of the same Barbarians before Piites te thinks he may well Lay as 
Iippockdes the teat moriske dancers, unto whom, when at atcait he bettised his kegves , and 
hopped ery bape the tables one faid unto hin, Thoudancett truly atypocdide santwered 
againe , Jdippocides carctly not gueatly lor ehe tructh, bn his cighth booke i writecl that the 

seeks being affrighted like cowards, centred into a refulusion fur to te from 04) semua uno 
Greece : and thas when thole of Eubes befoughe them to tarry thill awhile, antillluchame as 
they might take orders how tu beilow their wives, children and familie, they were nushing no. 
ved at theis praiers,nor gave any care unty them, unl (uch tame as 7 bens /bocles tuvke a peeve 
of mony of thenr,and partedehe fame betweene Ewryliades and A dunantess the Pretoutur esp. 3 
taine of che Corinthians, And then they ftaied longer,and tought a naval batcell with che bas 
bartans. And verily Pemdsresthe Poct, albeit he was not ofany coatederatecity , bus ot that 
which was fulpected and accufed to hold of the Medians fide, yet when he had occationte 
ake mension of thé baccell at 4) tert/iwn, broke fost intothus cx lamation: 

Tiss ts the place where Achens youth, 
[ometine anwiiters fay, 
Muidweeh the bood, of leberty 
the gior.ous ercunawerkelsy, 
But Herodotes contrariwite by whoin foine give out that Greece hath bene graced and adorned, 
writcsl thas she faid victory was an act of corruption , bribery and incre shelt, and clas the 40 
Grechstought againft their wils, as being boughe and fold by their captaines,whosvoke mony 
therefore, Neither ishere anend ofhis malice, Forall men inmaner doe acknowledge and 
conteffe thatthe Grecks having gotten che upper hand in fea fight upon thiscoatt, yet abandu- 
ned the cape |W tent/imn and ycclded isto iY Barbarians, uponthe newes shat shey heasd of 
the overthrow received at Thermopyle. Vor ithad bene ne bout nor ty any purpole,tur bu have 
fitters ill there, andhepe the icatorthe behwofe of Greece, confidering that now the warts a8 
hard ac thei dures wishin thofe traights, and Verves, mailer ol allihe Avcnies, Bue Hereetus 
feigncth, thatthe Grecks, before they were adversifed of Leontides death, licld acountell and 
were in del.beration to fie 1 Fur thele be his words : Being in great diltrefle (quoth hic) and the 
Athenians cfpesially, who had many of their ups, even the ane hale of their tices thicwdly 50 
buted and (haben , they were incontultation to take sheis Miple inte Greece, Muslesun poriut 
him thusea name ort reprochrather this retrait of theirs before she bactell : but he seimed ss

Wirat ss it you 
write ? That they fled as vanquuiilicd whom theis very enimies thenofelves alter the bartell could 
nutbcleeve that they fled, us fuppoling then tohavehadthe beser handa greatdeale ? And 
delervech this nian to have credit piven hun, when he writech uf one perticulac perfon,ur of ona 
city apart by it felfe, who in one bare word, fpoileth all Greree of the victory ? He overshrowetl | 
and demoluheth the very ‘Trophve and monument, that all Greesecrcéted, Ble abolithetl 
thofe relesand inf ciptions, which they (ce up inthe honor uf dia, on the Lal tide ot ar tints 
jen calling allthis but pride and vaineglory. And asfurthe Epigram, itsanco dis etlect

Muintenance of the honour of Greece, Aud being not able to reproove the men for any deeds 
qo committed jhe buticd hisbraines to devide falc wpucations, torging and teaming with lis per 
dicts furiifes and fulpicions apaintt them , nog willing tharthei msentions thould be judged 
by their acts, if they had not beene ofthe fune minde and attection with the The(lalians yas if 
they would have reuiounced che treafon, bec aut: their countiey was alecady ferzed by others, If 
then, aman, who would poe about to excufethe Sheffalians for liding with the Medes, thould 
hy, that they were not willing thercto, bus tor she hattcal which they bare untothe Phocwans, 
ccug them adhere and allicu tuthe Grecks, shesclure they touke she contrary tile, and clave 
tothe Medes, even aatniteheie willand judgement: might noe he feeme w be an cprepious 
flucicrer, who chus indavour of others, fearching hunelt prereniés to coluut and cover tvule 
facts, peiverteth the cructhe Yes verily,asTthinke, Howthencan itotherwitebe, but thathe 
So fhallbe taken fir a plainefycophant, who Fach chat che Phos wins followed nos che betcer for 
Vertue, buthecuueshey knew the ‘Vhetlalians wereat acontary minds and puigoment? Boe 
ducth nos cure and father dis (lander and calumniation upon others , as tis waneris elle 
Wheretudoc, faying, that he heard fay, Se. butte allicniesh, thas in conlening allthings ta 
ther, hitniclle found nootheruccation thercuf, He oughtthen to have alledged withall, 
Ns prelupiuonsand proules 5 whereby he was perlwaded , thas they who perforine all acti 
Ov fenblable so the belt, are yee iy willand intention allune with the woordtler slic uceticn 
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The malice of Herodotus. 
which he alledveth, two wit enmitic, is frivolous, and tobe langued at, becawe neither the ene 
mitie that was betweene thofe of degaisand the Athenians; nor shat which the Chalcidians 
bare againit the Everriams ; vor the Corinthians againtt the Megarians 5 was abarretu einpeach 
thicar fer joining together m the league of Greece, fur ile defence of common hbertics like as 
on the contrary fide, the Macedonians woll bitter snd mortall enemies unto the Theflulans, 
andthole who plagued then awit, diverted chem nos from the contederacie and alliance with 
the Barbarians, Porshe publicise peril, covered and lidde their private «uanicls: infomuch as 
abandoning and banithing their paflions, they yave their confent,cither co honctly for vertue 
or to profie for necetliuic, And yet beiide dis nscelliue, wherewith they tound themielves 
overtaken, yea, and forcedtu fubsniethemfelves ta the Medes, or rewurted apaine ty the tg 
Greeks fide: and hereof Lecerues tlc Spartane, giveth direct ccitimonie in their behalte, 
Yeaand Merodotus inlelfe beiig for ced aad compelled theretu, confeflech in the defcriptica 
of the alfairesthat patled at Péaree, thatthe Phocians fided with the Greeks. And no tnarvell is 
it, if he be fo rough and violeat with: inchas have beenc inforcusate s when as, even thofe who 
were jicicit in she action and hazardsdaheir whole eftate for she good of the common-wealth, 
he tranfpofeth into she ranke of cncinies andtrauors, For ths nici of Raves fenthree pallies 
ur thippes of warre to ailethe Barbarians in their fervice sbut aire of the captaines of thoie vel. 
fels nanned Democritus, pestr.adcd his othcreno fellowes, tusiumne , and range rathes on the 
Greeks fide. Scehow he cannot fur his life, praife , but he nut withall difpraits: bur looke 
v:hen fome particular perfon is commended, he mutt necdsby andby condenme awhole citi 49 
and nations Witnelle heercof, among ancient writers, Hellameus.and of our nio.'crne authors, 
Ey hor aa: tor che one faith, shat the Naxians came to luccour the Greekes with fixe pallies id 
she other faith with five: y<3 and serodorw hinsfellc is convinced to have fet zed and (alltaed 
this: Fur the pasticular chroniclers of the Naxians write, that before tinse vicy had repulted 
cAfegabetes the heurcnat ofthe hings who with wo hundred faile arrived at isi Hike & shere 
ridde atanchor: afterwards drave away Durée another general! uf hisgwho ashe pafled by, burnt 
theircitics, And if belo as Aerodormslaith cllewhere what they themflves deltioicd sheircity, 
by fering st on fire lout the people faved sheniielves, by Mying into me montanes, lad they 
good cause tu fend ad unsa thote, who were she caule of the sua and déRructios oftheir owns 
country, and not to joine with them who fought forthe conunon hibercy 2?

lydian Muticke. Bus Pythagor.cs that grave and venerable age, reptoved all judgemene 
of Muficke whichis by the eare, for he faid, that the intelligence and vettue thereof, was verie 
fubtile & fender, and therfore he judged thereof,not by hearing, bux by proportional hasino- 
nie: and he thought it futhiciens to proceed as farre as to Diapaton, and vere to {tay the know- 
1 Iedge of Mutiche s Whereas Muficians in thefe daies difeftceme and rejeé wholly thas kinds 
of Mufiche which was in preatelt reputation among our ancelturs, for the vravitie thereof: ine 
fonuch asthe motk pare of them make no reckoning of any apprehention of Euharmonian 
intervals and fpaces, So idic and laziethey be, chat they thinke and fay, theharmonicall diefis 
___pivetl no apparence at all, nor reprefentation of thofe things that fall onder the fenfe of hea- 
ring; yeaand banith ic quite out of heir tunes and fongs , counting thofe no better than pras

other fuch intervals, Meanie while they due nos perceive (lich ts theis ignorance) that they may 
aswellbanith the chicdinagiitude , the fittl, and the fevcushy whercut the firlt confiltech of 
three, thefecondal five, and che third ot feven Dicles s and pencrally they Mould reject and 
seprouve all the intervals that be odde, as fipertluous and good for nothings inafiuch as none 
fi them can be found by content os fyimphonie. And thele they may be , which the feaft Dice

borne. How fay you, hash he not faid chus much in his Dialopueentituled CratyletY crverily, 
afivered Ew/Prophs, but l {ec not the hke confequence for all tae. But you know(quoth J)thae 
in his booke entituled: The Sep/u/ler, hie ferteth dawne five moft principal beginnings of all 
things :co wit, That which 6: Tbe fame: The other: Motion, the fourth: and Reft for the fife, 
Muscover in his Dialogue Plyécbus , he bringeth in another kinde of Pattition and divifion of 
thefe principles, where he faith: That one is Jnfinice: another Finite or the end:and of the mixe 
cure of thefe twaine, is made and accomplhifhed all generation : as for the caufe whereby they 
are mixed, he pustcth is for the fourth kinde: bu leaveth to our conjecture the fift; by the 
meanes whereof, thar which is compofed and mixed is redivided, and {eparate apaine, And (or 
mine owne past, | fuppofe oe that thefe principles be the figures and images (as it were)of 
shofe befure:to wit,ol That which, Theshing ek : Of Atotion, Infinite: of Reft, the End 
ot Fiat ; of The fame,he Caule that mixeshs ot The orher,the Caufe thet doth feparate, But fay 
they be divers principles , and not the fane: yet howlvever it be , there are alwaies full five 
kinds, & five ditfercnces of the faid principles. S »me of them before P/sto, being of the {ann 0 
pinion,or having heard fo much of anucher, cunfecratcd two E, E.unto the god of this emple, 30 
as avery figne co fymbolize thas number which comprehendesh all. And peradventure, havin

Thus ended the difcourfe as touching thecommendations attributed unto she nunrber of 
five by the Arisluneticians and Mathematicians, as far as J can sememberor callto mind, And ge 
wdinnomes (as he wasa man who beftowed nus the worft and lealt part of histimein Mache: 
Inaticke Philoluphy) cooke no finall pleafure in the hearing of fuch difcourfes and faid « Need: 
Icile it is and to nw purpofe, to fland nuh upon she precife and exact confuration of eat 
which thele yongmenlicere have alledgcd, wnleile it be chas every number will alfuord youallo 
futticient matter and argument of pratte, if you will bus take the painesto Woke into seme 
for, tofay nothing of others a whole day would not be enough tu exprefie in words all the se 
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tues and properties of the facred number Seven , dedicated to pelle, And moreoves we thai 


feeme to pronounce again{} the Sages and wilemen , thast ¢ both againit common 
received Cand all anurquity of time; if diffeizing the agian of feven of chat feoshincelaay 
whereof it is in pofleflion, they thould confecrace Five unto —dpelle , as more.meet and befes- 
ming for him, And therefore mine opinion is that this writing Ks fignifieth neither number, 
nor order, or conjunction nor any other defective particlesbus is an cntier falucation of itielfe 
and acompellation of the Gods which together wish the very usecrance and pronutistion of 
the word induceth che {peaker tothink of the greatnefle & power of him, who feenveth to fatuce 
and preet every one of us when we come hither , with thle words 15% mew, Know thy felfe, 
which fignifieth no leffe, than it he faid -.<j1, chat isto fay, All baile of god fave yousandwe a 
gain to sender the lhe ,artwer him 1: s,thas isto fay, T how eons unto him not a falle, bur 
a trucappellation and ticle which onely and whim alaine appesaineth namely thas he is. For ia 
very trueth and to fpeake us itis, wewhoare mottall men, haveno part stall of being indeed, 
becaufe that all humane nature being ever inthe midft betweene generation and corruption, 
giveth bit an. obfcurc apparcnce , adatke fhadow , aweake and uncertaine opinion of it (elle, 
Andif paradventure you bend your minde and copisation for tacomprehend a fubllance and 
cflence thescof,you fhal doc as inucl good as if youwould cluch water in your hand with a bene 
fit; forthe more you fecme to gripe and prefle copesher that which of the owne nature is (uid 
and runneth ont , fo much the more thall youleefc of that which you will clafpeandhold sand 
even fo, alkshings being fubject to alteration, and td pafle from one change unto another, tea- 
fon feeking. for a reall {ubfienceis deceived , a8 nor zble to apprehend any thing fubfiftantin 
trueth and permanent ; forthas every thing tenderh to. being before it is, or beginneth todie 
fofoone as itis engendred. For,as Heraelisan was wot to fay,a man cannot poflibly enter twice 
into one and the lame river : nomore ishe able to finde any mortal fubllance twice in one and 
the fame chate, Such isthe fuddenelle and celerity of change , that nu foones is it diflipated
